Santa Cruz county assessments foot

THEATRE LAST EVENING.

Dr. Dawson Interrupts the Flow of 
Magnetism by Being Too Inquis- 
itive—The Committee Report 
No Spirits Present. 


A great deal of interest was awak- 
ened here by ‘“‘taking” advertisements 
scattered through the town announc- 
ing that C. C. Braddon would on last 
evening, at the Nevada Theatre. give a 
lecture on spiritualistic power, and 
that he would be assisted by the 
greatest of living mediums. The peo- 
ple were assured that “a table raises 
four to five feet and floats in mid-air. 

SPIRIT HANDS AND FACES 
Are piainly seen and recognized by 
their friends; a guitar is played and 
passed around the room by the invisi- 
ble power; flowers are brought and 


: passed to the audience by hands plain- 


ly seen; beils are rung, harps are 
played, aod other tests of a startling 
nature take place in presence of these 
three wonderful mediums. A _ large 
piano rises clear from the floor and is 
glayed upon without a living soul 
touching it; and many spirit forms 
that appear upon the open stage— 
| sometimes eight or ten at a time—are 
proof positive of the genuineness of 
these mediums.” | 

All these things were supposed. to 
happen in a fully lighted theatre, and 
were to prove that the dead do return. 
Added to the judicious advertising 
done was the inducement of a cheap 
admission fee, which always seems to 
catch Reno. When the curtain rose 
a large and very attentive audience 
was inthe house. Mr. Braddon in- 
troduced the entertainment with a 
very gool talk, the purport of which 
was that there are three different be- 
liefs in regard to the phenomena 
called spiritualism. One is that it is 
supernatural and gemuine— that is, 
that the dead do return and rattle 
pans, tie people with ropes, knock on 
tables and such like heavenly perform- 
ances. The second, that there are 
forces in nature that certain people 
control without knowing just how, 
and that in certain nervous conditions 
these forces prodyce certain results of 
a trifling and somewhat uncertain na- 
ture; and the third, that the whole is 
slight of hand, magic or jugglery. 
Mr, Braddon stated that in reality the 
star of their troupe, Miss Annie Eva 
Fay held the middle ground, but she 
allowed everyone their own opinion. 
He called upon the audience to send 
up two men out of their number to 
EXAMINE THE STAGE 
And also a baize covered cabinet about 
eight feet in height, breadth and 
depth that stood in the center of the 
stage. Some one shouted Col. Lind- 
say and some one €élse Dr. Dawson, 
and the two gentlemen were unani- 
mously elected. They stepped up on 
the stage and examined the cabinet, 
etc., and pronounced everything on 
the square. Miss Annie Eva Fay then 
stepped out and was tied by the two 
judges with a band of cotton cloth on 
each wrist and tbe two wrists were 
tied behind her. Mr. Braddon then 
tied a second band through the others, 
and when she seated herself in a chair 
in the cabinet the judges tied her fast 
tv an iron ring in an upright stanchion 
behind her. Why Mr. Braddon did 


band through the hands is littie mat- 
ter. The curtain was drawn in front 
of the cabinet with Miss Fay inside 
tied by the hands, by the neck and by 
the feet, and with musical instruments, 
etc., on her lap. as soon almost as 
the curtain was closed the sounds ot 


| fe guitar, harmonicon, etc., were 


heard. .Then in rapid succession came 
: the familiar displays so convincing to 
those who want to believe and so un- 
important to every body else. The 
second part of the performance was 
advertised to be done by the medium 
IN FULL GAS LIGHT, 

And it was conducted after this man- 
ner. A lady from the audieuce was 
requested to step up on the stage. 
Miss Fay was then seated on the left, 
turned about half toward the cabinet, 
but keeping her face squarely towards 
the audience all the time. Dr. Daw- 
son sat in the middle and the lady on 
-the Doctor's right. Mr. Braddon had 
drawn the curtain across the face of 
the cabinet and tacked it a little over 
half way down at each side, so that 
any movement of the lower part would 
not create a wrinkle above the tacks. 
He then took a piece of brown stuff} 
and pinned it tightly around the necks 
of the three persons sitting in front of 


[the cabinet_and dropped it down to|

Dr. Dawson had one hand on Miss 
Fay’s knee and she had both her’s on 
his, one lying on top of the other. 
The instruments inside began to play 
and quite a noise was kept up for a 
few minutes, but the demonstrations 
very suddenly ceased, and Miss Fay 
said she could do nothing withottt 
Kome one .else took Dr. Dawson's 
place. H. L. Fish was called for by 
Miss Fay, and he was pinned in and 
the demonstrations continued. Dr.

That Miss Fay took het top hand off 
and slipping it in bebind the screen, 
as she might easily do, made all the 
movement. It will be remembered 
that her body was not placed squarely 
towards the audience, and her person 
was entirely hid from view, and the 
covering was fastened so that any 
movement would not be seen. Dr. 
Pawson moved his hand a little and 
tried to turn it over to see if both her 
hands were there or only one, and in- 
stantly stopped the whole show. Mr.

The rope 
tying and untying of Mr. Braddon 
was first-class, and in fact the whole 
show as a show was exciting and in- 
teresting. Mr. Braddon indulged in 
a joke to close the performance, He 
was tied by the judges and shut in the 
cabinet. After some minutes silence 
he said he could not untie the knots, 
and that be had been unfairly tied. 
He asked the gentlemen to uatie him 
and whea they came to open the cabi- 
net, he stepped out from behind free. 
The judges are very outspoken in their 
opinion that so far as spiritualism or 
supernattral forces go, there was no- 
thiog whatever ia it. It was all the 
regular business, and can be done by 
any performer of dexterity. No 
piano or tables moved,no spirits came 
onthe stage. Still it was a good 
show and well worth seeing.

BRIGHTENING PROSPECTS. 


An Old Nevadan in Wood River Tells 
What He Thinks of the Mines 
and Outlook. 


A private letter from Joe Wood- 
worth furnishes the Gazette with the 
following Wood River news, under 
date of September 3d: 

Have just returned from ‘a trip all 
through the Salmon River mountains. 
There are some splendid-looking pros- 
pects up that way, and I think an- 
other year will see quite an excitement 
up there. We we in the midst of an 
electicn campaign here,for the county 
seat. Four candidates in the field— 
tu-wit: Hailey, Bellevue, Ketchum 
and Rocky Bar, the present county 
seat. Rocky Bar is about one hund- 
red miles from Hailey, in“the western 
part of the county, while Bellevue is 
five miles below, and Ketchum twelve 
miles above. From the present out- 
look, the fight lies between Hailey 
and Rocky Bar, with the chances in 
favor of Hailey. The mines are de- 
velopio# fully as wellsas I expected 
when { wrote last. The great trouble 
at present is to get teams to hav] the 
ore and bullion to the railroads. There 
are some 300 tons at Hailey now 
awaiting shipment. Lumber is still 
$40 a M at the mills, notwithstanding 
there are seven runasing, turning out 
about 40,000 fect per day. Jee Doug- 
lass is building a little five-ton furnace 
near Bellevue. A ten-ton furnace is 
running at Haley regularly, and two 
of thirty tons each will will be built 
there this fall by an Eastern company, 
for the Bullion group of mines. One 
with a capacity of thirty tons is being 
constructed at Ketchum, and another 
of forty tons at Galena, thirty-six 
miles up the river, northwest from 
Hailey. There isa‘“Howland Pul- 
verizer” mill about three and a half 
miles from Hailey, about ready to run 
on gold ore, and a twenty-stamp mill 
is being constructed at Saw ‘Tooth, 
some fifty miles from Hailey, on the 
Salmon River. Altogether, the out- 
look is very bright, although it will 
be very dull this winter. Next year, 
though, there will be a business boom 
through this section that will astonish 
the natives.

The Republican says: The examina- 
tion of Isaac Tamkin, alias Longstreet, 
Was commenced before Judge Dunster 
Tuesday.

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ANOTHER RAILROAD SCHEME, 


General Hate: Again in the Field 
With a 200 Mile Narrow Guage. 


A prospectus of the Nevada Pacific 
Railroad, connecting the narrow-gauge 
system east of the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, and forming a direct trunk line 
outlet to the sea, reads as follows: 


The projectors of the Nevada Pacific 
Railroad propose to construct and equip 
a first-class narrow-gauge railroad from 
a point on Suisun Bay at or near the 
mouth of the San Joaquin river, in 
California, to a point at or near Clover- 
dale, in Nye county, Nevada. 


THE PROPOSED ROUTE. 


Leaving the beginning point on Sui- 
sun bay, the road will pass directly 
east through San Joaquin county to 
the foot-hills of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains; thence by the most direct 
practical route to the Big Tree Grove 
in Calaveras county; thence via Her- 
mit valley to the summit of the moun- 
tains; thence down Wolf Creek -(a- 
branch of the Carson river) to a point 
near Double Springs, in Douglas coun- 
ty, Nevada; thence via Walker river to 
the north end of Walker lake; thence 
via easterly to or near Cloverdale, Nye 
county, Nevada. 

The estimated length of trunk line of 
such road is 200 miles. 


PROPOSED BRANCHES, 


From a point eight miles north of 
Stockton, a branch connecting with that 
city is proposed. 

It is also deemed advisable to con- 
struct a branch line northward from 
Hermit Valley to the south end of Lake 
Tahoe, distance oftwenty miles. Other 
important branches are in contempla- 
tion.
